DETAILED ACTION 

Status 

Claims 5-27, 32-54 and 59-81 remain pending. 

Response to Arguments 

The applicant's arguments entered on September 28, 2005 have been fully considered. 
The examiner submits that the indicated allowability of claims 5,16,23,32,43,50,59,70, and 77 
has been withdrawn in view of 35 USC 112. 
See following rejection 

Claim Rejections - 55 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5,16,23,32,43,50,59,70, and 77 recites the limitation "second party". There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-15,17-22,24-27, 33-42, 44-49, 51-54,60-69, 71-76 and 78-81 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
